For the past two months the thoughts 
so well expressed by Mr. and Nirs, Con- 
dit in their letter to the Directors 
have been troubling me, too. The prac- 
tice of flying to wilderness areas is 
nothing new in Canada and Alaska, and 
ii may be that the ruggedness of the 
Sierra has kevt airplanes away from.it 
so far, It seems to me that the real 
problem is the helicopter, which is a 
difficult plane to handle as yet, but 
which wiil undoubtedly become a menace 
soon after the war. I am not familiar 
with the Department cf Comnerce regula- 
tions regarding aircraft landing fields, 
but control of this in the National 
Parks should be no more difficult than 
roads, if we are prepared, 

The possibility that has given me 
the most concern is that of supplying 
campers from the air, To date, the 
probiem of supply is the determining 
factor in planning a high trip. Wilder- 
ness areas remain wilderness because 
ot this factor, but anyone who has seen 
movies of the jungle fighters whose 
sole contact with their army, whose 
only source of supply is by air, can 
realize what effect this can have in 
the future, The thought of Bill Jones 
ordering his next week*s supplies by 
two-way shortewave radio and having 
them delivered by parachute is most
